Washingtox, Feb. 24—The mys- 
tery surrounding the blowing up of 
the Maine remains as dense as 
on 
the day following the 
explosion. 
That is the opinion of the adminis- 
tration, at least, and presumably it 
is as well informed of state affairs 
as any unofficial lierson. 
If 
there 
were any developments of value 
at 
Havana yesterday, or if 
anything 
was discovered tending to 
throw 
light upon the nature and cause of 
the explosion, none of these facts as 
yet have been reported either at the 
navy or the state department. 
To 
attempt to say, from the position of 
an armor plate lying in the 
upper 
works of the wreck, that the explo- 
sion was internal or external in 
or- 
igin, in the opinion of the oflQcials 
here, is withou: warrant. 


Tlie Maine carried no armor 
be- 
lov,- water at a greater 
depth 
than 
two and a half feet. 
Beneath 
that 
there was nothing but the ordinary 
thin hull plates of about 
half-inch 
structural steel. 
All of the 
armor, 
even that worketl into the 
protec- 
tive deck, was entirely above 
the 
magazines and in case the latter ex- 
ploded the armor might easily have 
been tossed upward. 


The 
navy departmont 
has 
not 
hc^en informed as to the probable 
length of time to be occupied by the 
coiirt of inquiry in its work. 
Such 
a court, it is said, has the greatest 
liberty of action ; much greater than 
a court martial, 
which is 
strictly 
limited Ity the naval 
regulations. 
Of cour.-;e it is possible that the court 
will leave Havana in the courso 
of 
a day or two for Key West in order 
to take there the testimony of such 
of the surviving oillcers and men as 
are now quartered at 
Key 
West. 
The latt(ir are not .subject to leave 
that position until the court has de- 
clared that it has concluded their 
testimony, and as many of these 
survivors are anxious to secure short 
leaves of absence in order to see 
their families and friends, it may be 
that the court will cut short its stay 
at Havana in order to accommodate 
tlieni.

Havana, it will return to that place 
later on in order to ascertain from 
the divers the cause of the explosion 
if any trace is loft that will be of 
value. 


In view of the many 
expressions 
of doubt concerning the possibility 
of raising the w-reck of the Maine, 
the messages which came yesterday 
to the navy department by Admiral 
Sicard may have some weight. 
The 
admiral re])orted that the court of 
inquiry, 
w-hich is on 
the spot and 
has had the advantage of the opin- 
ions of divers, had declared that the 
most powerful appliances would be 
necessary to remove the wreck or 
raise the ship. 
The last expression 
is taken to mean that the court has 
so far not concluded that it would 
be impossible to again 
float 
the 
jSIaine, else the language 
would 
seem to have been unnecessary ; an 
unvv'arranted supposition in the case 
of expert statement. 


It can be stated up to this time 
the naval officials have given no 
thought to the relief of Admiral Si- 
card as commander-in-chief of the 
naval forces on the north Atlantic 
station. 
They do not believe that 
the admiral's health is seriously im- 
paired and it is safe to say that no 
movement 
will bo 
made looking 
toward his relief unless a suggestion 
comes from himself. 


There were no dispatches in the

from either Havana or Key West 
and the only naval movement

ported was the droi)ping down from

sage about two miles long and eight 
feet at its narrowest diameter, capa- 
ble of giving passage to a column of 
troops have existed from the navy 
yard to Castillo Del Principe. 


But, the Spaniards further assert, 
the existence of this passage 
was 
not known to the present authorifics 
or to those who have been in power 
for many years past. The entrances 
and exits, it is added, 
have 
been 
closed for years by thick walls now 
covered wibh debris, and their exact 
location is said to be lost. 
At 
the 
same time, it is admitted that 
rec- 
ords regarding the subterranean pas- 
sage can be found in old documents 
contained in the archives 
of 
Ha- 
vana. 
Finally the Spaniards insist 
that this passage does not go under 
the harbor at any point. 


Under the surface here 
there 
seems to be a deep feeling of unrest.

The resolution states that 
b / reason of it i freedom from the 
restraints of the inter-statë com- 
merce law of the United States, the 
Canadian Pacific has an advantage 
over Ihe American roads -svhich 
enables it to dei)rivo them of a large 
part of the carrying trade of this 
country. 
The resolutions further 
declare that the Canadian Pacific is 
making use of advantages «njoyed 
by it to aid Canada as against the 
United States and that great dam- 
age is now being done to the com- 
mercial interests of the country, 
especially to those of the Pacific 
coast states. The resolutions con- 
clude as follows : 


We asj£ you, wifchoutr,; de^y, tp, 
pass a law which shall take away 
and deprive the Canadian, Pacific 
railroad, and all other foreign rail- 
ways and transportation lineé, of all 
rights to transport gbods,or passen- 
gers from any one part of the United 
States to any other, or any other or
